Washington, 15.—General Brady
resumed his testimony In thestar
route trial this morning. Referring to
the testimony alresdy given in re-
gard to the Alturas route, witness
said he knew the mail was being
carried in shoiter time thin the ex-
pedition schedule ealled for, before
the order for expedition was mude.
